Butchers’ Share

When the 
recent shipment of meat was 
checked in the absence of the 
striking butchers, who usual- 
ly atiend the test cleanings, 
the “meat. volume” rose to 
81.5 per cent. This figure was 
not accepted by the butchers, 
and it was agreed ‘o make 
another test in their presence. 
When Ministry officials 
arrived recheck the per- 
centage they found that large 
sides of beef had already been 
sliced off the carcasses. In 
spite of this apparent sabotage 
of the test. the Ministry gave 
in *o the strike threats of the 
butchers, and agreed to make 
a third test, in their presence.

Leniency toward the but- 
chers had immediate and 
typical consequences: butchers 
in the Haifa and Northern 
District flativy refused tw 
accept the results of the third 
test and stopped distributing 
the meat ration: in Tel Aviv, 
butchers used knives to attack 
inspectors of the Control De- 
partment of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry who 
discrvered black market meat 
in a butcher shop.

“The salvation of Israel will 
be brought abot by Prophets, 
not by diplomats.” These 
words, with which Ahad Ha- 
Am concluded a rather angry 
note on the First Zionist Con- 
gress in 1897, give the key to 
his hestile attitude towards the 
new “political” Zionism inaugu- 
rated by Theodor Herzl. 

Ahad Ha-Am, the spokesman 
of “spiritual” Zionism, was not 
opposed to the idea of a Jewish 
State. For him as for every 
Other Zionist, the re-estab- 
lishment of Jewish national 
in Palestine was a ‘vi- 
tal necessity for the Jen. 
isi people; and nationa: life 
in its fall development involved 
statehood. The difference be- 
tween him and the Herzlian 
Zionists was primarily one of 
emphasis. They wanted a Jew- 
ish State; he wanted a Jewish 
State. But from this difference 
of emphasis there flowed a wide 
divergence of views as to the 
methods which should be follow- 
ed in working for the establish- 
ment of the State and the length 
of time which might be expect- 
to elapse before it could be- 
come a reality. 

The Herzlian scheme was to 
ebtain the right of entry into 
Palestine by means of diploma- 
tic and financial activity, and 
then to direct Jewish mass 
emigration from the iarge cent- 
res of Jewish life and of anti- 
Palestine. the 
whole process being completed 
within a reiatively short time. 
Ahad Ha-Am, caring more about 
the Jewisnness of the State 
than about its usefUiness as a 
home of refuge for persecuted

‘ROOM FOR A SON. By R.D, Ab- 
rahamae. Jewish Publication So- 
ciety of America, Philedeiphia. 

pp. 164. $2.75. 

This story might almost be 
meant for children. It is no 
doubt influenced by Mr. Ro- 
bert Nathan's fantastically in- 
nocent and simple tales, with 
their mixture of reality and 
imagination, like Hans Ander- 
sens, and their delicate, econ- 
omic style. 

Though not “written with «a 
sugar-stick,” as they say in 
America, this Jewish story, 
which tells. of a boy from the 
Warsaw Ghetto, is singularly 
free of rude words, rude 
thoughts, and almost free of 
rude deeds. The boy is adopted 
by Jewish-American parents 
who have lost their only son 
in the war, and the tale is of 
the adjustment of the reserved 
egotistic child, who.has had to 
fend for himself in the Polish 
forests, to the happy, care-free 
community life and the com- 
fortable, secure home in a small 
Pennsylvanian town where only 
four Jewish families live, per- 
fectly respected and assimil- 
ated. : 

Lest this should seem too 
much like a wish-dream, Mr. 
Abrahams. introduces a viol- 
ently anti-Semitic gym teacher 
and aiso tells how the most 
gifted scholar, a girl named 
Cohen, ia refused even the ap- 
plication forms for entrance to 
one of the great women's col- 
leges because of the “Quota” 
Mr. Abrahams — through the 
mouth of one of his characters 
gives a sage and balanced 
answer: “It's shocking when 
you first meet an injustice of 
this kind, but it's not the most 
important thing in the world.
